He 
was ordained wien 18 and preached 
steadily up to a few weeks ago, when 
shortly after the death of his wife, 
his health failed and he was taken 
to a hospital.

The murder of Mae Goodwin was 
one of the most sensational crimes in 
local history. Robbery at first was 
believed to have been the motive for 
the killing, but Rezensky’s defense was 
i that the woman had seduced his sis- 
ter and reared the latter in a house 
of ill-fame. 

The woman was shot to death in 
her room. She was the owner of sev- 
eral diamonds valued at approximate- 
ily 38.000, and a desk in which she 
usually kept the gems was broken 
open by her assailant. 

Rezensky was arrested in Columbus, 
Miss., two weeks after the killing. 
He was known there as Haraloff 
Chelzceski. He was dragged from the 
belfry of a negro church and locked 
in jail. A party of Memphis officers, 
accompanied by Maude Becker, a com- 
panion of the Goodwin woman, went 
to Columbus the next day and the 
Becker woman identified Rezensky as 
the man she had seen in the Goodwin 
— on the night of the mur- 

er. 

Rezensky’'s trial terminated on 
Thanksgiving day, 1916, when the jury 
found him guilty of second degree mur- 
der and fixed his punishment at 10 
to 20 years’ imprisonment. Pending

FOOD AND OIL SHORTAGE 
FACES CONVOY FLEET. 

Indian Harbor, Labrador, August 
19.—Food and fuel oil shortages 
aboard the United States navy vessels 
comprising the convoy fleet for Lieu- 
tenants Smith and Nelson may be- 
come so serious as to interfere with 
the American world flight if the hop- 
off from Iceland is delayed much 
longer. 

No navy oil tankers are 
to be near enough to Rear Admiral 
Thomas Magruder’s squadron to re- 
plenish the convoy tanks. About 60.- 
(WH) gallons of oil are aboard each of 
the navy vessels. The Cruiser Mil- 
waukee, which was marked for scout 
duty if necessary, is known to carry 
some surplus, but 30,000 gallons must 
be kept in reserve for the return voy- 
age to Halifax. 

Aboard the Richmond, the Raleizh 
and the detroyers, the shortage may 
easily become serious, it is said here. 
When the Richmond turned away 
from the station in the convoy line 
to carry spare parts to Reykjavik, a 
speed on only 12 knots an hour was 
maintained beeause the storage tanks 
were running a bit low. The Rich- 
mond ig one of the fastest of the 
navy’s hoats and could have done 
nearly three times that speed if the 
fuel had been available. 

Several days would be required for 
a tanker from Halifax to earry oil 
to the convoy stations in mid-sea. 

Fine weather on both coasts of the 
north Atlantic channel, over which 
the flyers must pass, would make 
the present an ideal time for the at- 
tempt. Summer is a short season 
here and the fliers must take ad- 
vantage of such lucky weather breaks 
as the present one if they are to sue- 
ceed, 

It also is reported that fresh food 
is running low aboard the convoy 
squadron, and the cooks have begun 
to draw upon sea stores.

Transportation engineers of the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
are at work on plans for increasing 
street car service to the new Henry 
W. Grady High school for boys and 
definite arrangements for transport- 
ing the students are to be announced 
“as soon as possible,” it was an- 
nounced in a statement issued by the. 
power company Wednesday in con- 
nection with city council’s adoption 
Monday of a request for imcreased 
transporfation facilities to the 
school. 

The statement made it plain that 
an extension of the Jackson street 
line from Ponce de Leon to Tenth 
street, where the school is located, is 


faster schedules on the Ponce de 
Leon line, six blocks from the school, 
and the Forrest avenue line, which 
passes the school on Boulevard, were 
indicated as the only possible solu- 
tion for the school transportation 
problem ,at this time. 

The statement follows: 

“The question of extending the Jackson 
street car line from Ponce de Leon ayve- 
nue out to Tenth street to serve the boys’ 
high school is one that ought to be care- 
fully considered. At present, however, the 
street railway is sustaining such a loss that 
it is impossible to get the funds to build 


any extension of any kind, the result be- 
ing that the company cannot even consider 
the merits of the case. 

“The situation has been repeatedly called 
to the attention of the public during the 
past vear and the company now has before 
council a petition asking that steps be 
taken to put and keep the street railway 
on a living basis. in order that they may 
be in position always to give the additional 
and improved transportation service which 
the people continually demand and which 
is a necessity of city life. The loss in the 
last year, however, has been very great, 
due to congestion of trafficc onditions, the 
large number of jitneys being operated and 
other causes. The losses now are greater 


than ever before.

already in operation. More cars and 


the street railway revenues were an aver- 
age of $1.2300 a day less than during the 
month of July, 1923.

Lucy Page Gaston, 
A nti-Cigarette

Chicago, August 20.—Lucy Page 
Gaston, arch enemy of tobacco for 
40 years, and famous the world over 
as the tempestuous superintendent 
and founder of the National Anti- 
Cigarette league, died late Wednes- 
day in. the Hinsdale sanitarium where 
she was operated on several days 
ago for cancer of the throat. She 
was 64 years old. 

The aggressive and indomitable 
spirt which made her respected the 
world over, even by those who did not 
share her views, manifested itself a 
few hours before her death. Sum- 
moning all her strength, Miss Gaston 
dictated a long statemént, declaring 
her faith in her work and asking that 
it should be carried on after her 
death. 

“If my work is done,” she said 
at the time. “then I ean face death 
with no mivgiving. If it is not done, 
Il know that I shall be spared.” 

Health Breaks Down. 

Her breakdown in’ health dated 
from an accident in January, when 
'she was struck by a street car and 
seriously injured. Several months 
ago she wes removed from her little 
home on, the north side, where she 
had lived for a generation, to.a hos- 
pital. She lapsd into unconscious- 
ness early Wednesday. 

Miss Gaston, one of the best 
known of American .propagandists 
and reformers, was born in Dela- 
ware, Ohio, in 1869, and was edu- 
exited at the State Normal school in 
Chicago. She made her permanent 
home here early in life.

ITY HURSE SALARES 


Mayor Walter A. Sims and Dr. J. 
P. Kennedy, city health officer, joined 
Wednesday in a determined effort to 
take advantage of the state board of 
health’s “50-50” proposition for em- 
ploying two additional public health 
nurses for the city of Atlanta. 

Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, state com- 
missioner of heatlh agd secretary of 
the state board. communicated the 
offer to Dr. Kennedy Wednesday 
morning. Under the proposed plan 
the state would pay half the salary 
of the two nurses, about $112.50 a 
month for both, if the city would pro- 
vide the other $112.50 per month to 

make up the total salaries. 

The offer was inspired by the re- 
cent publication of reports revealing 
Atlanta’s infant mortality rate to be 
116 for each 1,000 babies born in At- 
lanta during 1923. This rate, it was 
agreed by all health and city authori- 
ties, is too high and is higher than 
the death rates in other cities of At- 
lanta’s class and demands immediate 
attention. 

An ordinance by Dr. W. B. Duvall, 
chairman of the council sanitary com- 
mittee, which Dr. Kennedy has in- 
dorsed, is now pending before the or- 
dinance committee to require milk to 
be pasteurized before resale through 
a middleman and is offered as one ad- 
ditional safeguard for infant lives. 

Employment of additional public 
health nurses, to give prenatal care 
and instruction to expectant mothers 
and to prescribe propér diet and care 
for new babies, is proposed, Dr. Aber- 
crombie wrote Dr. Kennedy, as an ad- 
ditional safeguard. ° 

The city now employs 13 white and 
three colored public health nurses 
whose time is largely devoted to as- 
sisting expectant mothers and mothers 
with young babies. ‘This staff cannot 
cover the entire city where more than 
15 babies are born each dav with 
the thoroughness that the health au- 
thorities would like to cover it. 

The cost to the city of employing 
the additional nurses, under Dr. Aber- 
crombie’s proposal, would be about 
$600 for the remaining months of the 
vear and Mayor Sims said he believed 
the money could be found in spite of 
the city’s straitened financial condi- 
tion.

« New York, August 20.—Johnny 
Dundee, the India rubber boy, who 
won the featherweight championship 


of the world last summer after ten 
years of waiting, has been forced to 
vecate the title without ever having 
raised a fist to defend it. Dundee is 
suffering from the terrible affliction 
that prizefighters call “the pounds.” 
He has grown too big to make the 
limit of 126 pounds, five hours be- 
fore ring time, without, as the saying 
goes in his trade, cutting off a leg 
or shaving himse!f six months under 
the skin. 

Dundee’s manager, Charlie John- 
stou, called on the boxing commis- 
sion at Wednesday's regular meeting 
and admitted the worst. Johnny wil! 
not retire from the ring but will 
totter along to the next higher class, 
the lightweight. But he is 31 years 
old now and is so decrepit that ghere 
is almost no chanée of his winning 
the title which Benny Leonard holds, 
but must soon relinquish,

He ‘as iost 
most of his battles in the last year, 
incidentally taking some bad tlirash- 
ings from heavier men, but the only 
knockout he ever suffered was the one 
that Willie Jackson slipped over on 
him in 1917.

Johnny was care- 
less. Jackson clouted him and knock- 
ed him cold. Willie was never able 
to repeat, though they fought many

This year the 
leading colors take their names from 
the garden flowers. 


Soft Blue Shade, 
My reason for using hyacinth blue 


have blue eves, and therefore look 
well in the soft shades of blue. “Miss 
Atianta’s” eyes are of this soft shade, 
and the hyacinth blue just matches 
their color. 

‘lo combine with this blue, I chose 
the shades of phiox. All the pinkish 
purple shades are called phlox > this 
season, whether they are light or dark, 
es the real phlox grows in those 
shades. The hyacinth blue runs to 
the gray, and it needs some warm color 
combined with it to keep it from look- 
ing cold. So you can see that the 
phlox shades, if used in the right 
proportion, will give just the proper 
amount of warmth. * 

The body of “Miss Atianta’s” aft- 
ernoon frock is the hyacinth blue 
erepe, made semi-fitted at the waist 
line, and about twelve inches from the 
floor. ‘The neck is round, a trifle 
higher in the back than the front. 
It is sleeveless, with a slight drop 
to the shoulder, giving the effect of 
a very tiny cap sleeve. 

On the right shoulder there area 
amall, flat flowers, made of velvet 
and georgette in three shades of phlox. 
There are two panels the width of 
the Shoulder seam dropping from the 
shoulder in the back, an@ each is of 
a different shade of phlox. They are 
tied about halfway down the back, 
and the two ends hang together. 

Large Picture Hat. 

At the left side, about ten inches 
from the bottom of the dress, there 
is a point formed of two circular 
pieces of the two shades of phlox geor- 
gette, appliqued down with the hand- 
made flowers of the three shades of 
hlox in georgette and velvet. 

To complete this frock, “Miss At- 
lanta” will wear a large picture hat 
in one of the phlox shades, with shoes 


‘of the phlox satin and-hose of the 
hyacinth blue to match the dress. 

This frock is very simple, but 
achieres its originality from its com- 
bination of colors and the way the 
eolors are introduced in the odd point 
et the hem-line and the panel sash 
hanging from the back of the 
shonlders.

Officers have also re- 
ceived testimony from as friend of 
Whiddon, who is reported to have said 
that Whiddon had told him of the 
marriage and had threatened to kill 
Miss Nash, “because she will not live! 
with me.” 

Revelation of the marrizze seemed 
te have a good effect on Whiddon to- 
day. He acted normal, ate heartily 
and talked freely abont matters other 
than the shooting. Until today he 
hed appeared insane and would 
neither talk nor eat. He has not em- 
pleved counsel yet.
